St. Petersburg, June 2.—St. Peters­ 
burg is full of rumors of the moat 
contradictory character regarding the 
prospects of peace, but in the best in­ 
formed quarters it is declared that no 
definite decision has been reached. 
N evertheless It is persistently report­ 
ed that an imperial m anifesto may be 
expected within a brief time. 
The m inisters who went to the coun­ 
cil at Tsarskoe Selo Thursday were 
so expectant of immediate action that 
the editor of the Official M essenger 
was instructed to hold bis forms open 
for an important announcement, but 
at the last moment the editor was in­ 
formed that this announcem ent was 
not yet ready. 
This m anifesto it is creditably re­ 
ported will proclaim the immediate 
convocation of a national assem bly to 
which the question of peace or war 
will be subm itted, thereby shifting tho 
burden of a decision from the shoul­ 
ders of the emperor to the whole na­ 
tion, robbing agitators of opportunity 
to make revolutionary capital of the 
decision, whichever way it may be 
taken. 
The em peror’s advisers realize that 
whatever haste may be made In call­ 
ing together the representatives of 
the people, it will be im possible for 
them to m eet in time to forestall an­ 
other battle in Manchuria, but though 
a request for an arm istice is a pos­ 
sibility, the present disposition is to 
leave the m atter entirely in the hands 
of the assem bly, as another defeat on 
land unless decisive could not change 
the situation or make it much worse, 
while a victory for General Linevitch 
would a l t e r the complexion of affairs 
entirely. 
The a d m i r a l ty has not yet recovered 
from the stupefaction caused by the 
naval disaster, but from reports re­ 
ceived from the commanders of the 
Almaz, Izutnn d and the torpedo boat 
destroyers, the naval authorities are 
gradually
